THE COMING BIG STRIKE.

Outsides Ffforts for Peace and Arbi-
tration Will Be Futila

HARRY VANE MILBARK IS DEAD.

Tho Easiser Orders His Wife's Picture Eung
in Every Parrack.

NLWS FROM THE IUROPEAN CAPITALS

Loxpox, Oct. 26. —With a view to avoid-
ing the ealamitous effects that wonld follow
the threatened strike smong the Buglish
cotion operatives, the Mayors of Liverpool
end Manchester are irving to induce the

disputacts te  eovsent to  arbitra-
tion. The matjer will be submitted
to the ocouncil of tha operatives

Cotton Spinners" Assoeintion, which will
meet next Ssturday. The Masters’ Feder-
ation has alreadr held a meeting, but the
decision arrived at has not been divulged.
The opinion is general that the negotiations
1o bring zhout the arbitraticn of the trouble
will prove fruitless.

The subject is diseussed on the Man-
chester Exchanze. It is estimated that the

threatened strike will affest  13,000.
000  spindles, The Nasters' Federa.
tion eontrols 18,000,000 spindles, The

spinners in North and Northeast Lanca-
shire and Bolton are not aflceted by the
strike, nnd the 5000,000 spindles in these
districts will be run as usaal, paving the
Federation fine of 1 farthing per spindle a
week.

Both Sides Are Well Prepared,

I 17,000,000 spindles stop, 52,000 persons,
A larpe proportion of whom are women
and children, will be idle. The funds ot
the operatives’ orzanization are ina  pros-

wrous econdition, and already support has
en reeeived from the spinners in the
unaffected districts. Stoeks of yarn in
manufacturers’ hands are heavy, and it is
believed that if the production of varns
were stopped, wesving of cloth eounld
be continued for two or three weeks with-
out diffieulty. If the lockout or strike
should exten ! over three weeks, the pinch
would begin to be feli, and many of the
weaving sheds wonld have to close.

The fine of a larthing a week on each of
the working spindles will provide an in-
come of over £5.000 weekly, and this wiil
enabie the Federation to continue its loek-
out. The operatives' organizmtion s
well prepared for a Jong straggle
Their lund alreadr amounts to
£120,000. The upsifected opera-
tives are hinling themselves to pay special
levies daring the strike, Many of the spin-
ners who will quit work have voluntarily
signifiad their willingness 1o forgo their pay
for the first few weelts of the strucgle. This
will materially aid their organization,

One Weak Polnt of the Strikers.

A weak point in the position of the oper-

glives is that nearly half of the men who
are allected by the reduction of wages de-
cited upon by the masters do not belong to
the association nud are, therefore, not en-
titled to draw strike pay. Their inability
to hold out mar result in a speedy ending
of the struzprle.
# The executives of the Masters' Feders-
tion has announced that the Federarion is
willing to submit the cotton trade dispute
to arbitration if the overatives wish to
adopt that means of seitlement.

GESERAL BOOTE WANTS MORE MONEY.

The Earl of Onslow’s Inguiry Tojaring His
Imrkest England Scheme,

Loxpox,Oct. 26.—The committee headed
by the Esrl of Onslow which is to investi-
gate the receipts and expenditures of the
Salvation Army, held its first sitting yes.
terday. In the meantime General Booth,
the bead of the army, has applied to the
members of the organization for £60, to
enabie him to continue his “Darkest Eng-
land™ work. He insists that unless this
#um is received before Chrisumas be will be
placed in & position of extreme diffieulty,
and the further development of his scheme
will be impossible.

General Booth, in his appeal, savs it will
be almost impossible lor the Earl of
Onslow’s committes to report for some
time, and it is practically cerigin that
money will be withheld pending the re-
yport. It appears from the appeal that Gen-
ernl Dooth desires to escape tromu ndilemma
end 1o abandon the “Darkest England”
echeme.

DYNAMITE FOR HER WRONGS.

An English Woman Saffragist Favors the
Use of the Annrchists' Wespon,

Loxpox, Oet. 26. —Miss Cozenz, a noted
woman  suffragist, speaking today at a
meeting of the Woman's Emaneipation
TUnion, said that women should not go on
talking until the erack of doom without get.
ting redress for the injustices under which
they sufler.  The time had come for them
to do sowething desperate.  Women, she
deelared, had dynamite at their disposal.
This statement was greeted with applause.

When subsequently gquestioned as to
whether she was serious in her refersnce to
the use of dynamite, Miss Cozens replied
that she was il other means failed.

ABIG FOR SMUGGLING.

The President of the London Chamber of
Commerce Gives Canadna a Tip,
Loxpos, Oc¢. 26 —A meeting of the
London Chamber of Commerce was held

to-day. The Rt Hon. Sir John Lubboek,
President of the Chamber,” dwelt
upon the  unsatisfactory  state of
trade, which, however, he declared,

had not been eflfected by the McKinley
tariff to the extent that wus expected.
British trade with Americs, he said, had
declined less than it had with other conn-
tries. The greatest sufferers were the
Americans, who felt the pinch more scutely
than did the British.

“Capadian exporters, Sir John added,
were in a condition of commercial paralysis
that eould not be indefinitely prolonged.
The MeKinley bill constituted a grand op-
portunity for Casada. This bill had placed
Ametican farmers at a disadvantage. II
Cauada profiteG by the position and low-
ered er import duties, her mer-
chants woul be benefited,  be-
cause many DBritish products required
in the West would inevitably flud their
way through Canada and the border with-
out paying the heavy Ameriean custom
dues, Sir John declared that bimetallism
would never be adopted in Grea: Britain,
as it would be impossible to fix a ratio of
value.

HARRY MILBANK DIES,

Not With His Boots On, but Like a Com-
mon Person, in Bed,

Loxpos, Oct. 26.—Harry Vane Milbank,
the dueilist who zained considerable no-
toriety through his conneetion with the
Coleman-Drayton-Borrowe scandal, died on
Mondav at Davos-Platz, Switzerland,

and had gone to Davos-Platz to s<ek to re-
cover his health.

TGLY RUNOES FECM DAROMEY.

The French Army of Invasion Said to Be
Sarroanded by the Enumyl.

Paris, Oct. 26.—Uneasy reporits were
current in the Senate snd Chamber of
Deputies vesterday that Colonel Dodds was
surrounded by the enemy in Dahomey and
in a critical condition.

Evening papers refer to the reports, and
in eonnection with them publish a semi-
official statement that the Government had
wade public =il the dispatches so far re-
ceived from Dahomey.

SUARDIANS OF EUMARITY.

A Fittsburger Presides at a National Huo-
manec Convention in Philadelphin,

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 26 —The gixtesnth
annusl couvention of the American Humane
Association began here to-day. The dele-
gates came from all parts of the country.
The convention was called to order by the
Tresident, . H. FEaton, eof Pittsburg.
Secretary Davis read his annual report,
showing that during the past year there
hinve been 21,665 eamplaints of ernelty to
ohildren in the United States, and 339 in
Canada; 4,446 prosecutions for eruelty to
children in the United States, and 54 in
Canada, and 19,241 children relieved in the
United States, and 494 in Cavada. For
cruelty to animals there were 45,592 com-
rlaints in the United States, and 1,083 in
Canada; there were 3,744 prosecutions in
the United States, and 426 in Canada, and
there were 85,122 animals relieved in the
United States, and 1,772 in Canada.

The seoretary called attention to a num-
ber of important topics for discussion, and
especially to the recent croelty to animals
indriving of horses from Berlin to Vienna,
A resolutlon of sympathy for President
Harrison and his family was adopted.

The Funeral Train of Mrs. Harrison
. to Pass Through Piltsburg

ABOUT 10:20 G’CLOCK TO-NIGHT.

Final Arrapgements for the Fervices in
Washington and

AT THE CEMETERY IN INDIANAPOLIS,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—The body of
Mre. Harrison was laid out to-day in the
room in which she died. The emsciation
shows the effects of the long, wasting illness
of eight wonths, that reduced her large,
matronly figure to a thin, frail form. But
her 1ace in death has the same kindly ea-
pression that it had in laife, The appearance
is natural, and there are no lines of suffer-
ing viable upon it. She looks as if her last
moments had been full of peace, and her
expression snggests that she was tired and
had gently dropped asleep. Mra MeKee
superintended the preparation of ihe re-
mains for burial, and enmmunicated the
wishes of the family to the undertakér.

Mrs, Harrison, as is well known, was ex-
ceedingly fond of flowers. The easket will
be deeply strewn with them, and they will
form her conch. The body will be placed
in the casket during the afterncon and
quietly removed to the East Room at a late
hour to await the funeral services to-morrow
morning. The srrangements for these serv-
ices are in & peneral way complete, though
details yet remain to be fized.

The Presidegt Moro Colnposed. -

The President was more composed to-day
than he was yesterday. He iz ressonably
calm, though desply griel stricken. Private
Secretary Haltond consulted him for a short
time during the morning about tha details
of the arrangements here and in Indlanspo-
lis, and the President made sugzestions
with referencs to them. Habitually con-
siderate of others, the President appears to
be holding back his own deep grief in order
to lighten the burden of those around him.
He passes much of his time with
his little grandson, Benjamin Harrison Me-
Kee. Between the two—the experienced
soldier, stateaman and President, and the
light-hearted, manly little boy—thers has
always been a touching bond of aflegtion,
and nn intimaey which overlooks the dis-
parity in years, The lad is mever happier
than when he ean persunde his grandiather
toresd to him, and Mr. Harrison, in bis
deep bereavement, figds in the lad’s cheer-
ful prasence a welcome outlet for his strong
domestic feelings

Messazes of sympathy anid condolence,
both by mail and telegraph, eontinue to sr-

Foster, Tracy, Noble and Tlusk,
and  Attorney General Miller. It
was  deeided that all of the

Cabinet should attend the funeral except
one member, Secretary Traey, it being de-
cided best to have one representative re-
main here. Secretary Charles Toster will
join the party in Indinnapolis. Mrs Miller,
wife of the Attorney General, and Mrs
Harrison"s most intimate friend in Wash-
ington, will acrompany the party on the
train, and it is expected some of the wives
of the other Cabinet officers will go. The
train on the Pennsvlvania roal will reach
Pittsburg at 10:20 Thursday evening.

No Invitatlons to e Issued,

Viec President Morton will be one of the
pallbearers, taking the place of Secretary
Cihinrles Foster. Private Secretary Haltord
said to-day thet the siygtement that
invitations wanld be issued to the funeral
gervices in the East Room to-morrow is
erroneous. He said that the family would
not issue invitations, but cxpected only the
kinsmen and relatives and a fow of the
really personal friends of the dead woman
and the President to attend.

The services will be extremely simple.
Rev. Dr. Hamlin, of the Chureh of the
Covenant, will be assisted by Rev. Dr
Bartlett, pastor of the New York Avenue
Presbsterian Church in this ecity. Dr
Bartlett was the pastor, for many vears, of
the church in Tndianapolis of which the
President and Mra. Harrison were members.
The boys’ ehoir of St Jokn’s Episcopal
Chureh will sing a few hymns,

The Arrangements in Indianapolis.

The arrangements at Indianapolis for the
funeral of Mrs Harrison are practically
completed. The lot in which Mrs. Harri-
gon’s remning  will be interred was
selected this morning by B. S Me
Kee, who wans charged with that
commission, The lot lies next to that
of Dr. Newcomer, a velative of the
Harrigon family, and is in a beautifal loea-
tion, lying about two blocks west of the
chapel, and adjacent to that part of the
cemetery in which are the soldiers’ graves
For active pall bearers, Marshal Ransdell
went to the nrsenal this moroing and se-
lected ten regular army officers.

The decoration of the First Presbyterian
Chorch, ®here the burial service will be
hetd, will consist of draperies, flowers and
pleats, with the national colors conspicu-
ously displaved. As indieating the num-
ber of friends who will accompany the fun-
eral train Secretary Halford telegraphed
this morning for ten carriages lor their ne-
commodation. A request was also tele-
graphed for rooms for the President’s cab-
inet, that ther may secure much needed
rest belore underinkiog the return trip.

The demand for admittance to the church
will be & score of times in excess of the
church’s ecapacity, which is not over 800,
There will be no tickets of admission
jssned. Beats will be reserved {#F the fun-
eral party and the mcembers of General
Harrison’s regiment, but behind these
sdmission will be granted to those who
come first.
